The reply filed on 3/9/10 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 
The Office Action mailed on 10/15/09 included a section titled "Sequence Compliance" that stated: 

"This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .82 1 (a)( 1 ) and (a)(2). However, this application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 1 .82 1 through 
1.825. 

Specifically, page 14, lines 15 and 16, of the specification shows four nucleic acid sequences. However, the instant specification does 
not include a Sequence Listing that includes said sequences. Applicants must provide: 

(a) an initial computer readable form (CRF) copy of the Sequence Listing; 

(b) an initial paper copy of a Sequence Listing, as well as an amendment directing its entry into the specification; 

(c) a statement that the content of the paper and computer readable copies are the same, and where applicable, include no new matter, 
as required by 37 C.F.R. 1 .821(e) or 1.821(0 or 1.821(g) or 1.825(b) or 1.825(d); and 

(d) an amendment to the specification such that each of the four sequences on page 14 is accompanied by a sequence identifier. 
Applicants must comply with the requirements of the sequence rules (37 CFR 1.821 - 1.825). Please see attached PTO-90C and PTO- 
Notice to Comply." 

In the response dated 3/9/10, it is stated that "Applicants are submitting a new sequence listing to address the perceived deficiences in 
the original sequence listing. Reconsideration and withdrawal of the objection is therefore respectfully requested" (pg 7). 

However, Applicants' 3/9/10 response is not accompanied by a "new sequence listing". Nor was a Sequence Listing submitted before 
said response. Nor has a Sequence Listing been submitted following said response. It is noted that the application does not have an 
"original sequence listing". To date, no Sequence Listing has been filed in the instant application, and as noted above, initial copies of 
the Sequence Listing are required. 

For this reason, Applicants' 3/9/10 response is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action.
